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Homeward : Sulby Glen. This is a rocky, romantic 
ravine six miles long, and is frequently called the “ Manx 
Switzerland.” Grassy and gorsy heights rise east and 
west and south of it: Mount Karrin (1084 feet), Slieve 
Dhu (1139 feet), Slieve Monagh (1257 feet), Clagh Ouyre 
(1808 feet), and Snaefell (2031 feet). A curious hill stand¬ 
ing at the entrance to the Glen is Cronk Sumark 
(Primrose Hill). 
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
